Opin ion s of mem bars of the 
appropriation s committees of the two houses 
are most valuable in pred ictin g a result on e 
way or an other, an d load in g an d w. ii in ­ 
formed members of these committees d iffer 
about it. 
Allison , chairman of the sen ate 
appropriation s committee, feels d oubtful; 
while Beck, an other member of that com­ 
mittee, thin ks it extremely d oubtful whether 
all the appropriation bills can bo cleared up 
in time for ad journ men t at n oon n ext Fri­ 
d ay. 
Lofovre, of the houso appropriation s 
Committee, says thin gs are in a bad mud d le, 
an d thin ks the passage of all appropriation 
bills before the flxod timo for ad journ men t 
looks d oubtful. 
Kan d &ll, chairman of tho house committee, 
an d who probably kn ows bettor than an y 
con gressman the amoun t of work to Us d on e 
before the d ay of ad journ men t, thin ks there 
is ample time to pass all the appropriation 
bills. 
He has purposely d elayed on appro­ 
priation bills in ord er to preven t, in the last 
d ays of con gress, a rush of un n ecessary an d 
perhaps pern icious legislation .

ways calls forth most d ebate, an d has, it is 
claimed , been held back to obviate close 
scrutin y. 
It con sists of ¡07 pages, while tho 
d eficien cy bill, which it is proposed to pass 
un d er a suspen sion of tho rules, has seven ty - 
on e pages. 
There is vastly more n ecessity, 
however, of d ebate on the legislative than 
the d eficien cy bill. 
Members of tho sen ate 
committee on appropriation s say that if the 
legislative bill d oes n ot reach them in prin ted 
form before Tuesd ay morn in g it will fail, 
an d of course an extra session will follow, as 
the executive an d jud icial bran ches of the 
govern men t can n ot exist without mon ey, 
even for a mon th. 
If the curren t of bills was d riftin g in the 
reversed d irection —goin g to the houso from 
the sen ate, in stead of vice versa—an extra 
session could n ot be avoid ed . 
The capacity 
of the sen ate for rushin g work can alon e be 
relied upon n ow to pull thin gs through. The 
sen ate will, of course, take up as fast as pos­ 
sible tho appropriation bills as they come 
i mm the house or con feren ce committees. It 
will have some spare timo from this work, 
an d this will b«2 d evoted to a very few im­ 
portan t measures an d secret session s for the 
con sid eration of executive busin ess.

D E T A IL S OF AN IN T E R E S T IN G FIG H T 


W H IC H L A S T E D FIVE HO URS. 


A “ Han d to Han d** Strug g le—“Soldier» *» 
of Heckles* 
Durin g —Dist I n et ion lie* 
tween Frien d an d Foe—Drug g in g Dit 
the Dead After the llattle. 


In the summer a y ear ag o a swarm of black 
an tis (Formica Pen n sy lvan ia) built their iis^ls 
between the ceilin g n ml the r*K*f <»f a shed 
n ear our dwellin g , m the suburbs of Philadel­ 
phia. 
At a distan ce of a few hun dred fort 
from the shed a secon d colon y of the same 
species had also built a home in a sheltered 
place. Both n ests were un usually populous. 
Battles Ik*tween an ts of differen t species 
foug ht for the purpose of capturin g slaves, 
have }>con often described. 
But on a brig ht 
morn in g in Aug ust I was a witn ess of a lig ht 
between the*« » two colon ies of the same 
species, which could have been wag ed for n o 
such purpose, an d which g ave the occasion 
for a g reater display of forethoug ht on the 
jiart of the combatan ts than is usually con ­ 
ceded even to the an t. The n est in the roof 
was the on e attacked. 
The on ly approach to 
it from the g roun d was by a i» ost an d plas­ 
tered wall alxjufc six feet hig h. 
A smooth 
plan k floor fitted closelv ag ain st the wall an d 
post an d was raised above the g roun d by a 
low step. 
This floor was tlio scen e of the 
con flict. 
In all my repeated study of these n ests an d 
their in habitan ts durin g tho summer mon ths 
the small workers were the on ly on es who 
seemed to labor. They did all the forag in g , 
an d it was un usual to see on e of the larg er 
workers outside of the en tran ce of the n est, 
which, however, they faithfully g uarded. 
The con duct of the latter so much more 
closely ag reed with that of the soldier an ts of 
kin dred secies that in speakin g of them in 
thispaj)er I shall call them soldiers, liceuuse 
they certain ly performed all the duties of a 
soldier, an d, so far os could be seen , did n oth­ 
in g else. 
When I saw them on the morn in g of the 
battle both the small workers an d the larg e 
on es, or soldiers, were out 
on the wall, post 
and floor in g reat n umbers. There was n o 
fig ht then g oin g on . A stron g force of sol­ 
diers held every approach at the foot of the 
post an d wall, smaller bodies were formed in 
reg ular lin es half way up the post, an d larg e, 
outstan din g g roups were station ed at close 
distan ces here an d there upon the floor an d 
&lep, an d run n in g up an d down the post sup­ 
portin g the n est. 
While I stood won derin g at the un usual 
commotion 
1 saw at the distan ce of a few 
feet a host of small workers, closely followed 
by a g reat borde of soldien , streamin g alon g 
a fen ce from the other distan t n est. 
They 
must have n umbered thousan ds. 
In a very 
short time these hostile wrorkers had descen ded 
the fen ce to tho g roun d, swarmed up the step 
to the door an d poured in crowds upon the 
defen sive scouts. 
The an tag on ists rushed 
upon each other, an d with their stron g jaws 
cut off here a leg an d there an an ten n a, an d 
sometimes severed the body of an oppon en t 
at a blow, Tho foremost soldiers of the de­ 
fen sive party came to the rescue, an d t he 
swarm of hostile workers were driven back 
toward the step. 
But by this time the soldiers of the attack­ 
in g party had reached the floor, movin g de­ 
liberately on ward in a den se black mass, 
crushin g their smaller foes os they advan ced. 
In a few momen ts tho small workers were 
either all killed or retired from tho fron t. 
Then the battle between the soldiers of the 
opposin g forces beg an in earn est. Haltin g a 
momen t till their ran ks were close an d com­ 
pact, thoug h by n o mean s reg ular, tho in ­ 
vaders advan ced to the attack in a den se 
mass, seemin g to completely cover the floor 
over which they moved. In this close array 
they met the defen ders, whom they g reatly 
outn umbered. They were received, however, 
with a courag e as g reat as their own , an d 
their ran ks were quickly broken up an d 
thrown in to apparen t disorder. 
After the g en eral charg e had l>een thus 
made an d the combatan ts were mixed in an 
¡in distin g uishable crowd, sin g le champion s 
were seen rushin g aroun d the floor seekin g a 
foe. 
AV!:■ n 
two of these champion s ap­ 
proach* 
‘h other a mutual ex amin ation 
with lh 
of their an ten n ae n ow seemed 
n ecessary o> tell foe from frien d. Man y such 
meetin g s were frien dly , an d after the saluta­ 
tion both would rush away 
at full speed. 
But when, by the delicate test of feeling or 
whatev er serv es them to thus distinguish, 
each had found an enemy , they rushed upon 
one another with 
the utmost rage, clinched 
both with feet and jaws, and doubling them- 
selv es up, rolled ov er the floor, biting and 


tearin g each oilier, en tirely un disturbed in 
their deadly work by bein g lifted up in to the 
air with a pair of forceps. At one time the 
floor was nearly black with these rollin g com­ 
batan ts. 
As the battle prog reased tho superior n um- 
Iw-rsofthe in vaders drove the dofen dem of 
their home slowly back ward to the foot of 
the post. Then a n umljer of 
the small 
workers, who had been station ed upon the 
post, ran rapidly up to the n est 
In a mo­ 
men t n fresh army of soldiers, n umberin g 
man y hun dreds, rushed from tho n oftt, an d, 
descen din g tho post, passed tho g uards at the 
base an d fell uj*>» the victorious foe, drivin g 
them back slowly , but steadily , to the edg e of 
the step. The g uards a t tho base of tho post 
did n ut appear to leave their station to en g ag e 
in the g en eral lig ht, an d on ly took part in it 
at all when tho attackin g soldiers tried to i«ikh 
them to reach tho m*st. 
Tho lig ht lasted about five hours, an d en ded 
in a total rout of 
tho attackin g party . 
Toward tho close tho woun ded, doubtless of 
the in vadin g party , were seen drag g in g them­ 
selves o (7 the lield, g en erally carry in g with 
thorn some en emy which had fasten ed upon 
them by his stron g jaws in a death embrace. 
In man y cases these attached foemen were 
foun d to con sist on ly of a j>air of jaws an d a 
head, all the rest of tho body havin g l» ecn 
tom away in the lig ht. 
With bulldog ten ac­ 
ity tbo bead held on firmly , resistin g all ef 
forts of the woun ded an ts to remove it. To 
test the force of his g rip of the jaws I touched 
some of the un woun ded soldiers with a pair 
of steel forceps. 
They bit tho en d of the 
forceps so firmly that it was n ot possible to 
detach them by pressin g them ag ain st the 
mouth of a collectin g bottle without crushin g 
tho an t itself. 
* 
When tho en emy had been driven oft an d 
the fig htin g was over the workers came down 
from the n est an d carried away man y of the 
dead. 
But when they ceased their labors 
hun dreds of the dead were loft, an d from the 
fact that before liftin g an d drag g in g away a 
body two or more of them at the same time 
carefully ex amin ed it with their an ten n a*, 
an d then with on e accord either took it away 
or left it where it was ly in g —n ever on ce seem­ 
in g to differ in their decision -—it would scorn 
that even after death they distin g uished 
frien d from foe. 
Tho woun ded defen ders of their home tried 
to crawl up to the n est. 
Tho loss of leg s an d 
an ten n a* made this difficult, an d while some 
succeeded man y failed. 
When tho latter 
foun d the task a vain on e they crept slowly 
out in to the g rass an d died. 
I'or two « lay s 
after the battle a stron g g uard of soldiers 
was kept a t tho bottom of tin * post. 
Fin ally 
these were withdrawn , an d the n n fc colon y 
settled down to its usual quiet routin e. —Phil­ 
adelphia Ledg er.

Han n ah Leon e's history has n ever been 
told, n n d

relatin g . 
Han n ah man y y ears ag o married a worth­ 
less fellow n ame 1 Leon e, an d after en durin g 
with him for a f*»vr y ears she fin ally left him 
n n d accepted the position of a dresser to 
Adelaide Neilson . 
Han n ah is a short, hump­ 
backed woman , but she has pleasin g features 
an d some call her pretty . 
From the time 
she first accepted tho position with Neilaon , 
up to the time of that talen ted actress’ sod 
death, Han n ah performed her duties without 
ever makin g a mistake. 
Her duties as a 
dresser con sisted in packin g an d un packin g 
her mistress’ wardrobe an d in dressin g Neil- 
son for the stag e. As Han n ah was oblig ed 
to kn ow where every article was an d at a 
min ute’s n otice l>o able to place her ban d 
upon it, it may readily bo seen that her duties 
were n ot on ly on erous, but that they also re­ 
quired a g reat deal of head work to success­ 
fully perform. 
lfan n ah exercised some stran g e occult in ­ 
fluen ce over Neilson , an d it is said that that 
most beautiful but most way ward woman 
feared an d loved n o on e but her, n n d that on e 
look from Han n ah’s clear ey es had more in ­ 
fluen ce over her than the pray ers an d en ­ 
treaties of a hun dred frien ds. 
Certain it is 
that NeiLson loved the quiet little woman , for 
after her (Neilson ’s) will was read it was 
foun d that she had bequeathed to Han n ah 
Leon e the most beautiful an d valuable sot of 
jewels of her priceless collection . 
After Neilson ’s sad death in Paris Han n ah 
return ed to this coun try , an d for sometime 
remain ed in privacy ; but in 1882 or 1882 she 
became Modjeska’s dresser, an d she was with 
the latter un til last fall. 
Modjeskn , like other g reat actresses, has 
her pet superstition s. First amon g them is 
that if sho g oes on the stag e at the first pro­ 
jection of a n ew piece without rubbin g her 
ban d over a humpbacked person ’s back the 
play will lie a dismal failure.

Tho man ag er quietly had him called upon the 
stag e, an d after Modjeska 
had dain tily 
caressed his hump with the tips of her fin g ers 
she con sen ted to make her en tran co upon the 
stag e, an d the p4ay moved smoothly on . 
Han n ah I^eon e is a fin ely educated woman , 
speakin g three or four differen t lan g uag es, 
an d it is owin g alon e to tho g reat love sho 
boro Neilson that she has n ever risen to a 
hig her place in the world. She is livin g at 
presen t in New York, quietly , on on e of the 
up town streets. She has liod man y offers 
from g reat actresses to en ter their service, 
but has n ot. con sidered an y of them favorably . 
—New York Star.

“ When I was a 
y oun g man ,” he con tin ued, “n o on e in iui\ 
part of the Un ited States with which I was 
acquain ted was permitn sl to wear a bon rn . 
There was an un written law ag ain st it, whio'i 
was more strictly obey ed than tho statutes 
ag ain st murder or robbery . 
A man with a 
full, flowin g beard, such as may be seen an y ­ 
where in a walk of five min utes, would have 
been followed an d hooted at by a crowd of 
boy s in an y New En g lan d town ; while a 
mustache was on open con fession that tha 
wearer was a rowdy an d a social outlaw. 
The wearer would n ot have been admitted to 
membership in an y church, n or—un less ho 
wu*s a military officer—received in to an y ro- 
sjiectable eirde. Bide whiskers could be worn , 
or chin whiskers; but the lin es were drawn 
ag ain st the complete thin g or the shaded up­ 
per lip by a public opin ion so stron g that it 
seemed immutable. 
IN THE LAND OF PROMISE. 
“Tho g old ex citemen t broke out, an d in 
almost every town an d villag e there were 
some who caug ht the fever an d started for 
the In n d of promise. 
We had a hard time of 
it; the fortun ate fellows just as hard a time 
as the un fortun ate, ex cept for the courag e 
that success brin g s. 
There was 110 leisure, 
an d little in ducemen t for self adormen t in 
the absen ce of women . We g ot careless about 
observin g tho rules of our old civilized life, 
an d on e of the first eviden ces of this was that 
on e after an other we stopped shavin g . 
It 
took too much time, an d our razors g ot dull, 
or our bits of lookin g g la^s lost or broken ; 
an d soon every min in g camp on the coast was 
filled with full beaitleil men . 
••Early in the fifths, the men who had left 
wives an d children 01* sweethearts at home, 
on *l who bad raked tog ether a few thousan d 
dollars, Iwg an to return ; some to brin g their 
families back an d others to pay off the mort­ 
g ag es 011 their farms an d remain . 
We had 
lieen free from the trammels of the old civil­ 
ization lon g en oug h to l>e in differen t to some 
of its arbitrary rules, an d then wo were con ­ 
ceited en oug h to thin k that our adven tures 
had g iven us the rig ht to be recog n ized os 
heroes, an d didn ’t min d wearin g a sort of 
distin g uishin g budg e. 
So a larg e n umlter of 
us return ed to our old homes with much the 
same appearan ce that wo Lad in the min es. 
“ We were decidedly a picturesque lot, I 
suppose, an d wherever we wen t were imme­ 
diately recog n ized as return ed g old dig g ers, 
an d received tho respect amon g our old 
n eig hbors that our supposititious wealth, alasl 
on ly supposititious in man y cases—comman d­ 
ed. 
In 110 very lon g timo there were few 
town s in which there were n ot several re­ 
turn ed Californ ian s; an d, as the n ovelty of 
full beards beg an to wear off, the real im­ 
provemen t which beards made in some men 
was seen . Hug o jawed, lon g lipped men came 
back absolutely han dsome. 
DOCTORS TO THE RESCUE. 
“ Then the doctors en tered the field-y oun g 
men with weak lun g s an d bron chial troubles 
seemed to be cured. 
At first the climate of 
Californ ia an d the ex posure of camp life ob­ 
tain ed the credit, but ufter a win ter at home 
it was believed that the protection g iven by 
the beard should share the credit, an d soon 
man y of tho phy sician s, especially in New 
En g lan d, advised their patien ts to cease 
shavin g . Tho in n ovation n ow made its way 
rapidly . 
‘By the advice of the doctor’ was 
as satisfactory an an swer to all commen ts as 
it is iu the same part of the coun try when 
on e Is caug ht takin g his ‘bitters’ liefore 
din n er. 
“It was some y ears, however, before the 
prejudice of g en eration s became so weaken ed 
that preachers could wear beards without 
severe commen t on the part of some mem­ 
bers of their con g reg ation s, if n ot secession 
from their folds to those of shaven shepherds. 
It is a tradition that tho late Professor Stowe 
adopted a shrewd device to rid himself of the 
hated razor. 
He was deliverin g an address, 
so the story g oes, on slavery , an d as he be­ 
came impassion ed with the subject ho ex ­ 
claimed: ‘This curse must an d will be wiped 
out; th eda \'of freedom for all men in our 
lan d is comin g , an d razor shall n ot touch 1113’ 
face un til it dawn s.’ He was probably on e 
of the first Con g reg ation al min isters to wear 
hair on his lip. 
“ When it became allowable for an y who 
chose to /ear a full beard, en tire eman cipa­ 
tion followed easily en oug h, an d men beg an 
to trim their beards to suit themselves, un til 
before lon g they could wear mustaches alon e 
without causin g remark. 
Wo old forty - 
n in ers created this revolution —wo who came 
home; an d in tho advan tag es to health, to 
say n othin g of the improvemen t of the moral 
ton e of commun ity which is caused by tho 
overthrow of every sen seless superstition , I 
thin k that in this we did more g ood than did 
the g old we broug ht home.”—New York 
Tribun e.
